Roosevelt and Chancellor Hitler, of 
Germany, and laid plans for their 
next moves. 

While the developments of the last 
two days were regarded as having 
cleared the air, saving the arms con- 
ference from collapse and the economic 
conclave from probable failure, there 
was no disposition in official circles 
to count the battle won. 

From eight more nations, including 
Germany and Italy, the president re- 
ceived direct replies to his stirring 
appeal for real disarmament . and 
peace.

Arrange in a mound or 
pyramid on a salad plate, garnish 
the top with the hard-cooked whites 
of eggs cut in strips. Surround the 
base of the salad with coleslaw sea- 
soned with French dressing and chop- 
ped pimientos, 
Mold Spinach Salad. 


Wash and cook 1-2 peck fresh spin- 
ach. Wring the spinach out, after 
washing, between the hands, place it 
without water in a@ saucepan, cover 
and cook exactly 8 minutes. When 
done, drain, add lemon quiet salt and 
pepper to taste and 1 tablespoon melt- 
ed butter. Oil or butter small molds, 
pack the spinach mixture solidly into 
them, cool, then chill in the refrig- 
erator. Just before serving, remove 
from molds, arrange on thin slices 
boiled tongue or ham, garnish the 
base of each with parsley and serve 
with tartare sauce, French dressing 
or with mayonnaise mixed with chili 
sauce or catsup.

Make a lemon jello by dissolving 
it in 1 cup boiling water, then add- 
ing’ 1 cup ice water. Wash and cook 
1-2 peck fresh spinach, season with 
salt and pepper. If there is much 
liquid cooked out from the spinach, 
substitute it for yart of the cold wa- 
ter added to the jello. When jello 
is cooled, combine it with the spinach, 
and pour into’a bread pan or other 
mold, previously rinsed with cold wa- 
ter. Have the pan lined with slices 
of hard-cooked egg as a garnish. Serve 
with mayonnaise dressing when chill- 
ed and set. 

Fresh Green Bean Salad. 


Two cups cooked string beans,. cut 
in two-inch lengths; 2 tablespoous 
chopped onions, 2 tablespoons bacon 
fat, 2 tablespoons ‘vinegar ‘or lemon 
juice, 1 cup bean liquid (in which 
beans were cooked), 1 tablespoon sug- 
ar. Salt, per, paprika, - 

Mix the beans while hot with other 
ingredients, then chill and serve on 
bed of leaf lettuce or shedded cab- 
bage moistened with French dressing.

THE PUBLIC WORKS GRANTS. 

City and county officials have 
acted with praiseworthy promptness 
in laying preliminary plans to as- 
sure for Atlanta and Fulton county 
the full share of assistance to which 
they will be entitled if the public 
works program, submitted to con- 
gress Wednesday by President 
Roosevelt, materializes. 

The swiftness with which con- 


the way for the enactment of the 
measure authorizing this program, 
and the general sentiment of ap- 
proval in both the house and the 
senate, assure its early passage. 

The legislation is still in its form- 
ative stage and it is probable that 
amendments in both the house and 
senate may change some of its pro- 
visions, especially in the manner in 
which the sought-for invigoration 
of industry and public works pro- 
grams shall be applied, but that 
some such measure will be enacted 
there is no doubt. 

In its present form the bill calls 
for the setting up of a fund of 
$3,300,000,000 to be disbursed to 
state, county and municipal gov- 
ernments on a 30 per cent -grant 
and 70 per cent loan basis. In 
other words, a local government can 
secure from the fund the total cost 
of an improvement, or improve- 
ments, but only 30 per cent will 
be in the nature of a gift, which 
will not have to be repaid, while 
the remaining 70 per cent will be 
in the nature of a loan, the terms 
of which will be long and easy in 
order to meet the requirements of 
the financial status of the borrow- 
ing government. The projects will

PUTTING SQUEEZE ON WAR. 


Reports from Geneva that six, 


nations are ready to place an em- 
bargo on arms to Paraguay and 
Bolivia and that seven others have 
practically agreed to do so, give 
promise of an early termination of 
the incipient war which has been 


carried on by these two Latin Amer- 


ica countries for almost a, year. 


The activity of the League of Na- 
tions in seeking to bar shipments 
of arms to the two combatants, both 
members of the League since its or- 
ganization, will, if it proves success- 
ful, be the first instance in which 
this step has been reverted to by 
the association of nations dedicated 
to the preservation of peace in the 
world. 

If the embargo is successfully ef- 
fected, it should bring prompt ces- 
sation of fighting in the Gran Chaco, 
as neither Paraguay nor Bolivia 
have the raw materials nor the 
plants for the manufacture of war 
materials. 

Paraguay’s sudden declaration of 
war a week ago, after months of 
desultory fighting in the jungles of 
the Chaco territory, 
League and the world napping. As 
a matter of fact, war has been in 
actual progress and has not been 
openly declared because both Bo- 
livia and Paraguay, as members of 


the League, hesitated to be the first |j 


to come out into the open for fear 
of the reprisals possible under the 
League covenant. 

Reports from Asuncion have it 
that the sudden declaration of war 
was decided upon by Paraguay only 
after it was decided that a success- 
ful defense of the action could be 
effected on the ground that all 
means of peaceful settlement of the 
dispute had been exhausted and 
that therefore the war was a 
“legal” conflict. 

The present fighting between the 
Paraguayans and the Bolivians over 
the Gran Chaco region is the out- 
growth of years of tension, during 
which it has been apparent that 
sooner or later Bolivia would seek 
to take over the territory in ordér 
to secure an outlet to the sea. 


Half a century ago the war of the 
sea between Chile on the one hand 
and Peru and Bolivia on the other, 
left the latter as a landlocked coun- 
try. For many years afterwards -it 
hoped that In some way an outlet 
to the Pacific could again be se- 
cured, but the settlement of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute between Chile 
and Peru finally squashed this hope. 

Since that time the Bolivians have 
had their eyes on the streams flow- 
ing through the Gran Chaco as an 
outlet to the Atlantte.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


SANITATION AND SOIL FERTIL- 
IZATON. 


A correpsondent asks whether 
drainage from septic tanks into a 
garden near by pollutes the soil and 
makes it unsafe to eat vegetables 


ygtown in the garden. 


The answer is no, with unimportant 
exceptions. 

There is practically no good evi- 
dence that such contamination of soil 
is a source of any known intestinal 
infection such as typhoid fever, dys- 
entery, cholera. The soil naturally di- 
gests and purifies such organic mat- 
ter, at least the soil close to the sur- 
face. 

Carcasses or other animal or veg- 
etable matter buried .or worked into 
the soil within a foot or two of the 
surface quickly undergo decomposition, 
which is a bacterial process that util- 
izes oxygen from the air, and disease 
germs present in the matter so added 
to the soil are soon destroyed or ren- 
dered incapable of producing disease. 
But if such organic matter be buried 
several- feet deep, especially in clay 
or sand, it may resist decomposition 
for many years. The bacteria of the 
soil must have oxygen and hence they 
thrive only in the top soil. 

Intestinal parasites, especially hook- 
worm, round worm, tape worm, or 
rather their eggs, do survive in pol- 
luted soil, and in the instance of hook- 
worm the eggs develop into larvae 
in the soil, and we know that persons 
who go barefoot where the soil is pol- 
luted with hookworm may contract 
“dew itch” or “toe itch,” which is the 
skin irritation caused by penetration 
by the hookworm larvae, and a little 
later the parasites entering the body 
in that way lodge in the duodenum 
and the host develops the characteris- 
tic anemia and “no account” languor 
of hookworm disease. 

But even these parasitic infesta- 
tions are quite effectually guarded 
against ‘by ordinary washing of veg- 
etables or fruits which are to be 
eaten raw, and of course all risk of 
infection ‘via contamination of such 
produce by polluted soil is obviated 
by ordinary cooking. 

A leaky cesspool or broken drain 
which discharges into the soil several 
feet below the surface may pollnte 
the ground water, but the same dis- 
charge upon or near the surface is 
compartively harmless in that re- 
spect. 

The soil of graveyards contains no 
more bacteria or disease germs than 
does the soil of a garden. 

Experiments have proved that it is 
very difficult or impossible to make 
known disease germs grow or survive 
in soil. The soil temperature is too 
low, its oxygen, sunlight and nutritive 
elements are not suitable for disease 
germs. 

Tetanus bacilli (lockjaw germs) are 
about the only disease germs that do 
exist in soil recently fertilized with 
manure—the tetanus bacillus is a nat-

Nation’s Gold Reserve 


Continues To Increase 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(UP) 
Federal reserve banks added $25,374.- 
000 this week to their mounting gold 
reserve as further large sums 0 gold 
money were drawn out of circulation, 
the weekly statement of the banks re- 
vealed today. 

The increase in gold holdings carried 
them to $3,467,508,000, or within less 
than $19,000,000 of the record high 
gold holdings of the federal reserve 
banks of $3,486,000,000 reached on 
September 16, 1931. Together with 
an additional $175,000,000 of gold in 
the treasury, the amount of gold un- 
der control of the government reach- 
ed $3,642,508,000 compared with total 
gold stocks of $4,313,000,000. 

In addition to the increased gold 
holdings, the condition statement 
showed further strengthening of the 
financial structure. Money in circula- 
tion continued to decline with steadily 
increasing bank facilities, falling 
$40,000,000 this week to a total of 
$5,852,000,000.

Roosevelt Will Ask 
Oil Control for Ickes 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—(UP) 
A sweeping administration measure 
designed to end depression in the oil 
industry by delegating to Secretary 
of Interior Ickes full power to regu- 
late production, imports and prices 
will be sent to congress tomorrow by 
President. Roosevelt. 

The United Press learned tonight 
that the drastic measure, drafted by 
interior department officials after a 
‘series of conferences with state gov- 
ernors and major and independent oil 
producers, will contain the following 
provisions : 

1. Authority for Ickes to regulate 
production and imports. 

2. Fixing of maximum. and mini- 
mum prices. 

3. Regulation of all drilling. 

4. Steps to prevent further illegal 
transportation in interstate commerce 
of oil produced illicitly. 

5. Correction of pipe line abuses.
